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Archer’s Brigade relives 


history of the Ci

Dressed in a gray military un- 
iform of summer-weight wool, John 
Nichols paced around the dining 
area of his Vigo County home. As 
he walked, he gleaned bits and 
pieces from his vast knowledge of 
the Civil War and tossed the 
information into the air. 

His fingers lingered first on a 
picture of a violent and bloody 
battlefield, then on a wallet made 
of blue and white mattress ticking. 

Nichols is quartermaster 
sergeant of Archer’s Brigade, a 
member of the Confederate 
Soldiers Association. He collects 
facts, figures, relics and customs 
inherent to the Old South before it 
was ripped apart by the nation’s 
only civil war. 

With his pewter gray beard and 
hair, Nichols wears the gray of the 


Confederate uniform with ease. He 
looks the part. 
Rummaging through a tent in 


his backyard, soothing the old, 
faded, blue and white quilt on the 
cot, or shuffling through the pile of 
white dominoes, or leafing through 
the yellowed pages of Harper’s 
Weekly, he seemed to be caught in 
yesterday. 

He gazed out toward the great, 
old trees in the backyard. “When 
we go to the battlefield, we strip all 
worldly possessions away and step 
back in time ... ” he murmured. 

The men and women, boys and 
girls who form Archer’s Brigade 
travel to parks, historic battlefields 
and acres of lush clover and grass 
loaned by friendly farmers to re- 
enact the battles of the Civil War. 

The professions of the members 
of the brigade are as varied as the 
ragtag uniforms worn by the Con- 
federate soldiers as they wound 
their way to defeat. An interest in 
the Civil War binds them as one. 

Archer’s Brigade, headquartered 
in Terre Haute, has units in 
Evansville, French Lick and 
Dallas, Texas, since one member — 
the bagpiper — resides there, 
Nichols laughed. 

All are interested in the Civil 
War ... but for many different 
reasons. 

Nichols noted that some slaves 
even donned Confederate gray 
during the war years. 


Soldiers frequently fought first’ 


for the North (or South) and ther 
for the South (or North). “Men whe 
were prisoners of war were often 
given the option of fighting for 
their eaptors,” he explained. 


“Some are die-hard Rebels. 
Others like the southern lifestyle, 
the costumes, the ambiance ... This 
is really living history,” he said. 

Education is another goal. 
Nichols said, “We are re-creating a 
period of history that was vital to 
our country. The Civil War was a 
terrible time; but in the long run it 
helped solidify the country. Reliv- 
ing the time helps’ us appreciate 


what we have now. 

“After you sleep on half a bale of 
straw an entire weekend in a 
downpour — completely removed 
from today — you are grateful for 
1985.” 

The battlefields, the encamp- 
ments leave vivid impressions. 

“You walk into a Rebel camp. 
You see a group of soldiers playing 
dominoes. One man, other there, is 
cleaning his gun. Another, over 
there, is skinning a rabbit. If you 
look behind the tent, you see a 
barrel filled with arms and legs ... 
You wont forget that,” Nichols 
suggested. “That’s living history.” 

Sandi Arnold, another member 
of Archer’s Brigade, noted that 
many members “portray actual 
people who lived in those days.” 
Many have researched their 
genealo to the Civil War and 

eyond. Some are members of Sons 
of Confederate Veterans or 
Daughters of Confederate 
Veterans. 

All read everything they can find 
about the Civil War. 

Nichols noted that encampments 
usually include both modern and 
“authentic” campsites. Members 
residing in “authentic” campsites 
use tents, utensils and firearms of 
186Z5They cook over open fire and 
sleep on straw. Nichols noted, 
however, that “members of the 
nurses corps are allowed cots to 
sleep on.” 

Arnold is one of three nurses in 
the brigade. The nurses go out onto 
the battlefield with the men, pass 
the canteen of water and bandage 
wounds. Nichols noted, “When it is 
120 degrees out there on the field, 
we are pretty grateful to see, the 
nurses coming with the canteen ... 
They provide an impoftant 
service.” Nurses also monitor 
soldiers for signs of heatstroke, a 
real threat to men dressed in 
summer-weight wool or cords on 
hot and humid summer days. 

Arnold noted that women attend- 
ing fighting men and the wounded 
during the Civil War were not 
actually nurses. “They were 
mavericks,” sheysaid, “They were 
ordinary women who went out to 
help in any way they could.”

Costumes are judged before the 
battles begin. 

Nichols reached into his pocket 
and pulled out the blue and white 
wallet made of mattress ticking. 
“When the judge reaches into your 
pocket,” he said as he pulled a coin 
from the wallet, “he’d better find 
the real thing.” 

Men wear field and dress un- 
iforms. Nichols noted, “Con- 
federate uniforms are a little less 
expensive because no one (in the 
South) followed regulations.” As 
the war progressed, the Rebels 
were quick to remove shoes, arti- 
cles of clothing, guns and bayonets 
from the dead. 

Flashing a mischievous grin, 
Nichols asked, “Do you know why 
Confederates were called ‘But- 
ternuts?” 

Then he explained, “Indigo was 


needed to produce gray cloth.” 
When indigo was no longer 
available, the soldiers dropped 
walnuts or hickory nuts into water 
to color cord and wool material. 

Women who are members of the 
brigade devote many hours to 
researching and creating costumes 
Many fashions are adapted from 
old patterns and fashion books. 
Arnold noted that women’s 
fashions in the 1860s were in 
pieces. “The sleeves were separate 
so they could be removed for 
washing,” she said. 

A typical costume for tea or 
visiting included a skirt and 
blouse, three petticoats over a hoop 
and three under, a corset, a corset 
cover, a chemise, pantaloons asd 
white or black cotton stockings. 
Women also wore iingerless mitts, 
a bonnet and, often, as jacket. 

As a member of Archer's Brigade, 
Arnold portrays Pauline Alexandra | 
Susannah Pember. 

She said that during the Civil 
War, women were nearly violent in 
their feelings of support as they 
fought to preserve their lifestyle. 

As members of Archer’s Brigade 
and other Confederate brigades 
across the United States, women 
portray widows, colonels’ 
daughters, camp followers, and 
nurses. Men portray officers, 
soldiers, storekeepers, PEA set- 
tlers. Children also participate, 
Nichols said. 

/He pointed to a photograph of 
Eobert E. Lee, then he carefully 
lifted a sword from a table ap- 
pointed with relics. “This sword 
was carried in the Battle of Get- 
tysburg,” he said proudly. 


The cannon used by the brigade 
was constructed about 1816 and 
was used on a Naval vessel on the 
Great Lakes. Later it was moved 
South and is believed to have been 
used during the Mexican War. At 
some point in time, wheels were 
added to the cannon and it “saw 
some defense use in the South ... It 
is our pride and Joy,” Nichols said. 

Officers of the brigade include 
Lt. Col. John Forrest, commander; 
Lt. Tony Parks, adjutant; Nichols; 

old; Luanna Quilliam, his- 
torian; and Charlotte Ringham, 
aide-de-camp. 

This weekend members of the 
brigade are camping in Evansville; 
next weekend they will go to 
Keystone, Ind., (near Fort Wayne); 
the last weekend in July they will 
travel to Hannibal, Mo. 

During the “off-period” when no 
encampments are scheduled, 
members of the brigade meet to 
repair equipment and uniforms, 
create costumes, share research 
and plan fund raising activities. 

Nichols’ wife, Cherylle, sews 
articles of clothing and billfolds 
and suspenders of mattress tick- 
ing. Now she is busy editing a 
cookbook of authentic Southern 
recipes. 

Nichols is proud of the brigade. 
“Our members are 99 percent 
helpful. They help and they sug- 

est. A lot of our re-enactments are 
one as benefits,” he said. °

arthritis poster hoy 


Timothy Van Winkle, 15, suffers 
from a rare form of arthritis. He is 
just one of the more than 250,000 
children in America affected by the 
chronic disease. 

Tim has been named poster boy 
for the Arthritis Foundation 
telethon to be telecast from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. April 28 on WBAK-TV. 
According to Penelope Koob, 
telethon coordinator, Tim will ap- 
pear on the telethon and do 
promotional work for the Arthritis 
Foundation. 

Tim is the son of W. A. and Mary 
Van Winkle, West Terre Haute. 

Although most children are af- 
fected at a much earlier age, Tim 
was 11 when he developed 
arthritis. Four years ago, on 
Halloween, he couldn’t go out with 
his friends because he had flu. Five 
days later the joints in his legs 
were so swollen he couldn’t walk. 
“He had to carried everywhere,” his 
mother said. 

Mr. and Mrs. Van Winkle, then 
living in Sullivan, Mo., thought 
Tim might have a spine ailment, so 
they took him to a local osteopath, 
who feared he might have spinal 
meningitis. “We took him to the 
nearby hospital but they just said 
it was the flu. We knew it was more 
than that. No one seemed to know 
what was wrong and Tim kept 
getting worse. It was very frightens 
ing,” Mrs. Van Winkle said 

A physician from St. John’s 
Hospital, St. Louis, was at the local 
hospital. After examining Tim, he 
referred him to Dr. Ronald J. 
Auclair, an arthritis specialist at 
St. John’s. 

“We were very, very lucky. Ten 
vents ago we might never have 

own what was wrong with Tim, 
or at least it would have taken a 
much longer time to discover it,” 
Mrs. Van Winkle said. “But largely 


due to the work of the Arthritis 
Foundation there is so much more 
research being done today.” 

Dr. Auclair discoverd a bacteria 
causing the arthritis known as 
“polyarthralgias.” Only six people 
in the world have been diagnosed 
with this type of arthritis, one of 
the over 100 types now known. Tim 
is only the second person at his age 
to have contracted the disease. 

Dr. Auclair told the family there 
was a chance the arthritis would 
stop after a few months. Today 
they are hoping it will be gone by 
the time Tim is 20, but there is no 
guarantee. 

He spent several weeks in St. 
John’s Hospital. 
included taking 14 aspirin and six 
Tylenol a day, plus physical 
therapy to keep his joints from 
“freezing.” 

“I was the only kid on the whole 
floor. It was real embarrassing 
having an old people’s disease,” 
Tim said. 

After five months on crutches, 
Tim could walk without aid. He is 
still affected by the disease. “You 
never know when it’s going to 
happen. It’s hard to plan things too 
far in advance,” he said. 

No one knows what triggers the 
inflammation. Recently Tim’s 
arthritis spread to his eyes. The 
muscle which dilates his pupil 
became inflammed. “That’s real 
scary because I can’t see out of that 
eye,” he said. Every morning his 
hands and legs are swollen. The 
cold and damp weather this winter 
was especially hard on him. 

“I used to feel like a freak having 
arthritis. I never told any of my 
friends, but if I’m on television, and 
they see me maybe they'll un- 
derstand about it. Nobody seems to 
know kids have it, now they will,” 
he said.
